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The  purpose  of  this  work  is  not  to  give  a  com- 
plete  or  an  exhaiistive  history  of  the  Sprague 
Families  who  settled  in  America,  but  to  briefly 
record  their  origin  as  descended  from  Edward 
Sprague  of  England,  whose  three  sons  emigrated 
to  this  coiintry  during  the  year  1628-9.  Also,  to  fur- 
nish  brief  genealogies  of  three  of  his  sons,  particu- 
larly  that  of  Wilijam  who  settled  in  Charlestown 
and  Hingham,  Mass. 

The  Spragues  descended  from  good  old  Anglo- 
Saxon  and  English  stock,  have  an  honorable  history 
of  more  than  300  years,  and  are  worthy  of  a  more 
extended  mention  than  the  limits  of  this  work. 

We  make  several  extracts  from  the  genealogy 
of  the  families  collated  by  the  late  Hosea  Sprague 
of  Hingham,  pnblished  by  him  in  the  year  1828,  for 
which  the  Compiler  is  much  indebted  for  that  which 
is  found  in  this  work  relatinor  to  Edward  and  his 
three  sons. 


Edward  Sprague,  of  England,  the  date  of  bis 
birth  is  not  given,  was  a  resident  of  Upway.  county 
of  Dorset,  and  a  fuller  by  trade.  He  married  Chris- 
tiana, the  family  name,  date  of  birth  and  marriage 
not  given,  and  by  whom  he  had  these  six  children. 

1  Ralph,  4  Richard, 

2  Alice,  5  Christopher, 

3  Edward,  6  William. 

Ralph,  Richard  and  William  arrived  at  Naum- 
keag,  (Salem,)  in  1628- 1629.  They  came  over  in 
the  interest  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Company,  to 
prepare  for  a  new  colony,  and  "  it  was  their  decree 
that  none  biit  honest  and  Godly  men  should  go  over 
to  settle." 

In  Prince's  Chronology  we  read,  "  Among 
those  who  arrive  at  Naumkeag,  are  Ralph  Sprague, 
with  his  brethren  Richard  and  William,  who,  with 
three  or  four  more,  were  by  Governor  Endicott 
employed  to  explore  and  take  possession  of  the 
country  westward.  They  travelled  through  the 
woods  to  Charlestown,  on  a  neck  of  land  called 
Mishawum,  between  Mystic  and  Charles  rivers,  füll 
of  Indians  named  Aberginians,  with  whom  they 
made  peace." 

Hon.  Edward  Everett,  in  his  address  commem- 
orative  of  the  bi-centennial  of  the  arrival  of  Win- 
throp at  Charlestown,  in  speaking  of  the  three 
brothers,  Ralph,  Richard  and  William  Sprague, 
said,  "  they  are  the  founders  of  the  settlement  in 
this  place,  and  were  persons  of  substance  and  enter- 
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prise,  excellent  Citizens,  gcneroiis  public  benefac- 
tors,  and  the  head  of  a  very  laro^e  and  respectable 
family  of  descendants." 

Ralph  Sprague  was  about  twenty-five  years 
old  when  he  came  to  this  country.  He  had  four 
sons,  John,  Richard,  Samuel  and  Phineas,  and  a 
daughter  Mary,  who  married  Daniel  Edmands. 

John  and  Richard  were  born  in  England. 

On  the  23rd  of  September,  1630,  Ralph  was 
one  of  a  jury  empanneled.  This  seems  to  have 
been  the  first  jury  in  Massachusetts. 

Ralph  Sprague  was  a  lieutenant  in  the  Train 
Band.  In  163 1,  Captain  Richard  Sprague  com- 
manded  a  Company  of  the  Train  Band,  and  on 
Friday  of  each  week  exercised  his  command  at  a 
convenient  place  near  the  Indian  wigwams. 

Feb.  10,  1634-5,  t^G  famous  town  order  creat- 
ing  a  Board  of  Selectmen  was  passed,  Richard  and 
William  Sprague,  among  others,  signed  this  order. 
— Memorial  History  of  Bosto7t. 

Richard  Sprague  left  no  posterity.  "His 
sword,  which  is  mentioned  in  his  brother  VVilliam's 
will,  is  preserved  in  one  of  the  old  Sprague  houses 
in  Hingham.  (1828.) 

Edward  Sprague  died  in  1614. 

We  append  his  Will,  Inventory  of  his  Estate, 
and  their  probation,  as  a  matter  of  history  in  these 
annals.

As  for  such  tem- 
poral goods  as  God  hath  blessed  me  withall,  I  give  and  be- 
queath as  hereafter  follows  :  viz.  I  give  unto  the  parish  church 
of  Upway  ten  Shillings. 

//e;;i — I  give  unto  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Upway 
ten  ajiillings. 

/fem — I  give  unto  Ralph  Sprague  my  eldest  son  one  of  the 
oldest  pair  of  shears  in  my  shop  and  one  lesser  pair  called  thö 
quarreil. 

/fem — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  eldest  daughter  Alice 
Sprague  fifty  pounds,  to  be  paid  within  one  year  after  my 
decease. 

/fem — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  Edward  Sprague  my 
second  son,  two  pairs  of  shears  and  twenty  pounds  to  be 
paid  likewise  within  one  year  after  my  decease. 

/fem — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  Richard  Sprague  my  third 
son  twenty  pounds  to  be  paid  when  he  shall  be  one  and  twenty 
years  of  age. 

/fem—l  give  and  bequeath  unto  Christopher  Sprague  my 
fourth  son  twenty  pounds  to  be  paid  when  he  shall  be  of  the 
age  of  one  and  twenty  years. 

/fem — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  William  Sprague  my 
youngest  son  twenty  pounds  to  be  paid  when  he  shall  be  of  the 
age  of  one  and  twenty  years. 


All  the  rest  of  my  goods  moveable  and  unmoveable  I  give 
and  begueath  unto  Christian  [Christiana]  Sprague  my  wife 
whom  I  do  make  my  whole  [sole]  executrix  oE  this  my  last 
Will  and   Testament. 

Memoriliul :  that  if  Richard  Sprague,  Christopher 
Sprague  or  William  Sprague  shall  happen  to  die  either  of  them 
before  they  shall  be  of  the  age  of  one  and  twenty  years  that 
then  his  legacy  to  be  divided  between  the  other  two,  or  if  two 
of  them  shall  happen  to  die  before  they  shall  be  of  the  age  of 
one  and  twenty  years,  that  then  their  legacies  to  remain  to 
the   other  then  living. 

Finally^  I  do  appoint  Henry  Samweys  and  Willia[m] 
Bryar  overseers  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  in  pres- 
ence  of  those  whose  names  are  underwritten.

Memorand  :  that  whereas,  the  living  of  the  aforesaid  Ed- 
ward Sprague  doth  fall  unto  his  son  Ralph  Sprague  after  his 
decease,  the  said  Ralph  Sprague  doth  upon  his  father's  request 
promise  that  his  mother  Christian  [Christiana]  Sprague  shall 
quietly  enjoy  the  said  living  until  he  shall  be  one  and  twenty 
years  of   age. 

Note. 

\Ve  are  indebted  to  one  of  the  descendants  of  the  Sprague  Family  who 
settled  in  Maiden,  for  the  copy  of  this  Will  of  Edward  Sprague,  the  father 
of  the  Spragues,  who  came  to  Salem  in  1628.  The  writing  is  distinct,  and 
the  parchment  in  fine  preservation.  In  settling  the  estate  of  the  late  Capt. 
William  Sprague,  of  Leicester,  Mass.,  who  died  in  1832,  it  was  found  by  the 
executri.x  of  his  Will,  among  many  other  papers,  dated  in  Maiden  and 
Charlestown,  from  1628  to  1675.  This  curiosity  was  never  discovered  by 
Capt.  Sprague,  and  is  highly  valued  by  his  children.  llis  father's  name 
was  Joseph,  who  moved   from   Maiden   to    Leicester.

Sir  John  Benet,  Knight  and  Doctor  of  Laws,  custos  or  coni- 
missary  of  our  prerogative  court  of  Canterbury,  due  proof  was 
made  of  the  Will  of  EDWARD  SPRAGUE,  late  of  Upwaie 
in  the  county  of  Dorset,  in  the  diocese  of  Bristol,  of  our  prov- 
ince  of  Canterbury,  deceased,  having  while  he  lived  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  goods,  rights  and  credits  in  the  aforesaid 
diocese  or  peculiar  Jurisdiction. 

Upon  the  production  and  proof  of  this  same  testament, 
the  administration  of  all  and  singular,  his  goods,  rights  and 
credits,  the  accounts,  calculations  and  reckonings  of  an  admin- 
istration of  this  sort  having  been  heard  without  diminution 
from  the  ^ame,  are  adjudged  to  pertain  to  us  alone  and  not  to 
any  other  judge  inferior  to  us. 

A  commission  was  issued  for  administering  all  and  singu- 
lar, the  goods,  rights  and  credits  of  the  said  deceased  and  all 
things  whatsoever  contained  in  his  will  to  Christiana 
Sprague,  widow  of  the  said  deceased  and  the  executrix  nomi- 
nated  in  his  Will,  well  and  faithfully  to  administer  the  same  and 
to  make  a  füll  and  true  inventory  of  all  and  singular,  the  goods, 
rights  and  credits  of  the  said  deceased  to  be  brought  into  our 
prerogative  court  of  Canterbury,  on  the  2nd  day  after  the 
feast  of  St,  Oblasus,  bishop,  and  also  to  exhibit  and  return  a 
füll  and  true  computation,  calculation,  or  reckoning  thereof.

William  Sprague  of  Charlestown  and  Hlng- 
ham,  planter,  was  born  in  England,  and  was  the 
youngrest  son  of  Edward  Sprague.  He  married 
Millesaint  Eames,  daiighter  of  Anthony  Eames. — 
She  died  February  8,  1695  or  1696. 

He  remained  in  Charlestown  until  1636,  eight 
years.  His  name  is  mentioned  in  all  the  town  meet- 
ings,  as  a  Citizen  thereof  until  January,  1635. 

His  wife,  Millesaint,  was  admitted  into  the 
church  in  Charlestown  in  1635,  and  his  eklest  son, 
Anthony,  was  baptized  there  May  23,  1636. 

He  came  to  Hingham  in  1636,  in  a  boat,  and 
landed  on  the  east  side  of  the  cove,  on  a  lot  of 
ground  that  was  afterwards  legally  granted  to  him 
by  the  town,  and  was  one  of  the  first  planters  of  the 
town,  the  name  Bear  Cove  having  been  changed  to 
Hingham,  Sept.  3,  1635. 

William  Sprague's  house  lot  was  said  to  have 
been  the  pleasantest  lot  in  Hingham  ;  it  was  about 
two  miles  north  of  the  Patent  Line,  which  formerly 
divided  the  Old  Massachusetts  Colony  from  the 
Plymouth  Colony.  Many  parcels  of  land  and  mead- 
ow,  recorded  in  the  "  Old  Grant  Book,"  were  given 
to  him  by  the  town,  covering  a  period  from  1636  to 
1647.  These  gifts  indicate  the  esteem  in  which  he 
was  held  by  his  fellow  townsmen. 

January  30,  1645,  ^e  was  one  of  seven  men 
chosen  in  town  meeting  to  order  the  prudential 
affairs  of  the  town. 
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In  1662,  he  was  disbursing  officer  for  the  town ; 
was  also  constable,  fence  viewer,  etc. 

February  21,  1673,  he  deeded  to  his  son,  An- 
thony, certain  land  for  six  and  thirty  pounds  of  law- 
ful  rnoney  of  New  England,  and  nine  pounds 
merchantable  corn.

Jonathan  Sprague,  of  Hingham,  Mass.,  and 
Providence  and  Smithfield,  R.  I.,  the  fifth  son  of 
William,  the  progenitor  in  America,  born  May  28, 
1648,  married  Mehitable  Holbrook,  daughter  of 
WilHam  and  EHzabeth'  Holbrook! -'In  16S2,  he  re- 
moved to  Mendon,  Mass.  In  1675,  his  father  died 
and  left  to  him  sixty  acres  of  land  in  Providence, 
R.  I.,  where  he  located  before  1680.  He  was  ap- 
pointed,  with  others,  by  the  Assembly  to  run  the 
eastern  Hne  of  the  Colony.  /   /  / . 

Jonathan     Sprague    was    evidently    a    man    of 
strong  character,  was   one   of   the   most  prominent' 
and     intiuential    Citizens    of   his  town,    and   served 
frequently  in  pubhc  office.     He  was  a   member  of 
the   House  of  Deputies  for   sixteen  years  between 
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1695  ^^^^  1714;  Speaker  of  the  House  in  1703,  and 
j  member  of  the  Town  Council,  eight  years,  from 
1705  tu  1712  ;  Clerk  of  the  Assembly  in  1707.  In 
1703,  he,  with  tvvo  others,  was  appointed  to  draw 
up  the  methods  and  proceedings  of  the  Court  of 
Common   Pleas. 

Of  a  decidedly  religious  bent,  he  professed  the 
Baptist  faith,  and  preached  as  an  exhorter. — Staples 
Annais  of  Provideiice. 
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The  following  is  the  Will  of  William   Sprague, 
the  progenitor. 

Ttt  thf  Itame  0f  ^Od,  %XH.tXi.,  The  nineteenth  day  of  Octo- 
^  ber,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  God,  One  thousand,  six  hun- 
dred, seventy  &  five.  I,  William  Sprague,  senior,  of 
Hingham,  in  New  England,  being  sick  in  body,  but  yet  of 
perfect  memory ;  praised  be  almighty  God  !  do  make  and 
declare  this  niy  last  will  and  testament,  in  nianner  and  form 
following  :  Revoking,  and,  by  these  presents,  making  void,  and 
of  no  force,  all  and  every  will  and  wills  heretofore  by  me  made, 
and  declared,  either  by  word  or  writing,  and  this  to  be  taken 
only,  for  my  last  will,  and  none  other. 

First  and  principally,  I  commit  and  cominend  ray  soul 
into  the  hands  of  Almighty  God,  and  my  body  to  the  earth,  to 
be  decently  buried,  at  the  discretion  of  my  executor  hereafter 
mentioned,  hoping  of  salvation,  both  soul  and  body,  by  the 
mercies  of  God  in  the  merits  of  my  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  And 
as  for  such  temporal  estate  as  it  hath  pleased  God  to  bestow 
upon  me,  I  do  order,  give  and  dispose  the  same  in  manner  and 
form  as  followeth — that  is  to  say  : 

First — I  will  that  all  those  just  debts  and  duties  that  I  owe 
in  right  and  conscience  to  any  person  whalsoever,  shall  be  well 
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and  truly  contented  and  paid  by  my  Executor  hereafter  named 
out  of  my  Estate,  with  my  funeral  charges,  which  I  will  shall 
be  färst  paid. 

Item — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  Millesaint  Sprague,  my 
Joving  wife,  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds  in  money,  and  one  Covv 
and  one  Horse. 

Item — I  give  unto  the  said  Millesaint,  my  wife,  ten  pounds 
per  annum  during  the  term  of  her  natural  life,  (to  be  paid  to 
her  by  my  son,  William  Sprague,  which  I  have  reserved  for  her, 
as  may  fully  appear  by  a  deed  of  gift  under  my  hand  and  seal 
to  my  said  son,  William,  of  my  house  and  several  lands  and 
commons,  as  is  therein  expressed,)  and  the  summering  and  win- 
tering  of  one  cow  and  one  horse,  and  the  use  of  one  half  of 
my  dwelling  house,  and  half  the  orchard,  according  as  I  have 
reserved  upon  the  said  deed  of  gifl. 

Item — I  give  unto  Millesaint,  my  said  wife,  thirty  &  five 
pounds,  which  is  due  from  me  by  my  son,  Anthony  Sprague, 
to  be  paid  five  pounds  a  year  tili  the  whole  be  paid  :  that  is  to 
say,  in  case  my  said  wife  live  tili  all  the  said  payments  be  made 
to  her  :  but  if  my  wife  decease,  before  all  the  said  payments 
of  thirty  &  five  pounds  be  made,  then  my  mind  and  will  is, 
that  what  is  remaining  unpaid  of  the  said  thirty  &  five  pounds 
at  my  wife's  decease,  shall  be  divided  equally  amongst  all  my 
children  hereafter  named,  that  is  to  say :  my  son  Anthony 
Sprague,  my  son  Samuel  Sprague,  my  son  William  Sprague, 
my  daughter,  Perses  Doggett,  the  wife  of  John  Doggett,  Joanna 
Church,  the  wife  of  Caleb  Church,  and  Mary  King,  the  wife  of 
Thomas  King,  every  one  of  them  to  have  part  and  part  alike. 

Item — I  give  unto  Mellesaint,  my  said  wife,  all  my  house. 
hold  stuff  and  furniture,  linen,  woolen,  and  Utensils  of  house- 
hold  whatsoever,  for  and  during  the  term  of  her  natural  life  : 
and  after  my  wife's  decease  my  mind  and  will  is,  that  it  shall 
be  divided  amongst  all  my  aforesaid  children,  every  one  of 
them  to  have  part  and  part  alike.  And  all  my  cattle  not  before 
given  in  this  my  will,  to  be  immediately  after  my  decease, 
disposed  of  by   my   Executor,  as  followeth  ;  that  is  to  say  :  to 
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my  son  William  Sprague  two  steers  three  years  old  and  the  [?] 
and  one  cow  ;  and  all  the  rest  of  my  cattle  to  be  equally  di- 
vided  among  the  rest  of  my  children  aforenamed,  every  one  of 
them  to  have  part  and  part  alike. 

Item — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  Anthony  Sprague,  my 
SwoRD,  which  was  my  brother  Richard  Sprague's,  and  one  of 
my  biggest  pewter  platters,  and  twenty  Shillings  in  money ; 
which,  with  what  I  have  given  him  before,  in  Land  and  other 
things,  and  his  part  of  my  household  stuff  and  cattle,  after  the 
decease  of  rayseif  and  my  wife,  as  is  afore  expressed,  I  judge 
a  sufficient  portion  for  him. 

Item — I  give  unto  my  son  John  Sprague,  a  piece  of  salt 
marsh,  lying  at  Lyford's  liking  river,  in  Hingham,  containing 
two  acres  and  a  half,  be  it  more  or  less,  which  was  given  me  by 
the  tovvn  of  Hingham,  to  enjoy  to  him,  and  his  heirs  and 
assigns  forever.

acres  of  Land,  I  do  give  to  my  son  Jonathan  during  the  term 
of  his  natural  life ;  and  after  his  decease  unto  his  heirs  male, 
lawfuUy  begotten  of  his  body,  lawfully  begotten  or  to  be  begot- 
ten  :  and  for  want  of  such  heirs,  the  said  threescore  acres  of 
Land  to  return  to  the  next  heirs  of  the  Spragues  descended 
from  me.  Also,  I  give  unto  my  said  son  Jonathan  Sprague  my 
best  cloth  suit  of  apparel. 

Item — I  give  unto  William  Sprague  one  feather  bed,  which 
he  used  to  lodge  upon  when  he  lived  with  me,  and  one  of  my 
biggest  pewter  platters. 
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Item — I  do  make  and  ordain  Millesaint  Sprague,  my  loving 
wife,  my  füll  and  sole  executrix  of  this  my  last  will  and 
testament. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  the  said  William  Sprague  have  here- 
unto  set  my  band  and  seal,  the  day  above  written.
